municipalities shall be used for one or more of the purposes

stated in Sections 7-202.1 through 7-202.23 7-202.22.

Sec. 7-202.23. Treatment or removal of elm trees infected

with Dutch elm disease or ash trees infected with the emerald

ash borer (Agrilus planipennis Fairmaire) from any parcel of

public or private property within the municipality. Moneys used

for the treatment or removal of trees on private property under

this Section are eligible for reimbursement under Section

11-20-12 of the Illinois Municipal Code.
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
